An Act to aid in the construction of a Bail Road and Telegraph 
line from the Missouri River to the Pacific Ocean, and to 
secure to the Government the use of the same for Postal, Mili- 
tary, and other purposes, approved July 1, 1862

shall be able to sue and to be sued, plead and be impleaded, de- 
fend and be defended, in aU courts of law and equity within the 
United States, and may make and have a common seal ; and the 
said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered to lay out.

And the 
said companies are hereby authorized to issue, respectively, 
their bonds to the extent of one hundred miles in advance of a 
continuous completed line of construction. 

That the assignment islfitosiin JJUi 
made by the Central Pacific Eail Eoad Company of CaUfomia ^ B"^«^ 
to the Western Pacific Eail Eoad Company of said State, of the 
right to construct all that portion of said rail road and tele-

Iroad Company, with all the privileges and benefits of the sev- 
eral acts of Congress relating thereto, and subject to all the 
conditions thereof: Provided, That the time within which the 
said Western Pacific Eail Eoad Company shall be required to 
construct the first twentv miles of their said road, shall be one 
year from the first day of July, eighteen hundred and sixty-five, 
and that the entire road shall be completed from San Jose to 
Sacramento, connecting at the latter point with the said Cen- 
tral Pacific Eail Road, within four years thereafter.

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That the 
Union Pacific Railway Company, eastern division, is hereby au- 
thorized to designate the general route of their said road, and 
to file a map thereof, as now required by law, at any time before 
the first day of December, eighteen hundred and sixty-six ; and 
upon the filing of the said map, showing the general route of 
said road, the lands along the entire line thereof, so far as the 
same may be designated, shall be reserved from sale by order of 
the Secretary of the Interior: Provided, That said company 
shall be entitled to only the sanie amount of the bonds of the 
United States to aid in the construction of their line of rail 
road and telegraph as they would have been entitled to if they 
had connected their said line with the Union Pacific rail road 
on the one hundredth degree of longitude, as now required by 
law: And provided further, That said Company shall connect 
their line of rail road and telegraph with the Union Pacific rail 
road, but not at a point more than fifty miles westwardly from 
the meridian of Denver in Colorado.

Military Reserves to the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
and its Branches, 



Resolved hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That, subject 
to approval by the President, the right of way, one hundred feet 
in width, is hereby granted to the Union Pacific Eailroa'l Com- 
pany and the companies constructing the branch roads connecting 
therewith, for the construction and operation of their roads over 
and upon all military reserves through which the same may 
pass ; and the President is hereby authorized to set apart to the 
Union Pacific Eailway Company, eastern division, twenty acres 
of the Fort Eiley military reservation, for depot and other pur- 
poses, in the bottom opposite " Riley City" ; also fractional sec- 
tion "one" on the west side of said reservation, near Junction 
City, for the same purposes ; and also to restore, from time to 
time, to the public domain, any portion of said military reserve 
over which the Union Pacific Railroad, or any of its branches, 
may pass, and which shall not be required for military purposes : 
Provided, that the President shall not permit the location of any 
such railroad or the diminution of any such reserve in any man- 
ner so as to impair its usefulness for military purposes, so long 
as it shall be required therefor.
